Seized with a longing fpr the "arlistic," 
thoyoimg man broke into tho BUmmer 
homes of Holinrt Chat field-Taylor and 
Holier t G. -McUnnn in Lake Forest ami 
leisurely proceeded to appropriate jewelry, 
curios nnd hric*ii*urat to tho amount of 
■85,000. 

Observed trying to pawn n diamond riny 
in Stato street, ho wan ivr runted by Detect- 
ives Mnl ten nnd Burns of tho the Central 
station! Unublu to satisfactorily account 
for tbotJJIJg, Hodpes was subjected to a 
rigorous examination. 

It was not long until tho police were in 
possession of the astonishing story. A 
nonrch of tho, fraternity house in Lnke For- 
est where Hoopes had been living un- 
covered n trunk filled with' assorted plunder

He re-entered the school lust 
full, but was again not! lied nt the ctoso of 
the flrrt term, Feb, 1, 1007, that his tuck of 
interest in his studios nnd his low grades 
necessitated his i mined into withdrawal 
from college. 

Since his dismissal hetias srant most of 
tho 11 mo loafing about town, nnd it watt 
during this period of idteness that the 
thefts were committed.

With un ordinary pocket knife Hoopes" 
cut the panels from tho front doors of the 
McGnnn nnd Chatfield -Taylor residences, 
It was then quite- simple, to reach in, push 
buck tho spring lock and enter. 

Once in, there was nothing to disturb 
the marauder, as tho caretaker for either 
residence did not sleep on the premises. 
Stuffing his pockets with plunder, the 
young man would return to his fraternity 
house, secret the loot in an old trunk in the 
garret, nnd resume his ordinary life ab- 
solutely free From suspicion on the part of 
the dozen young uien who occupied tho 
some dwelling.

SAY APPLES BRING MOTHS. 



QeiMians Give Warning Against Keep- 
ing tho Fruit In Dwellings. 

Germany ban found a peril In ap- 
ples.- They nro tho". principal medium 
for tho propagation and spread of 
the destructive house moth (Glycy- 
pbngus domes tlcus) according to ob- 
servations recently mode. 

Tho discovery was the result of d 
plague of moths at Cries and the vil- 
lages surrounding It. The larvae wero 
traced to tho storcs-of apples kept In 
tho houses and thence to the trees 
thorn solves. 

«Tho larvae aro found first of all la 
(he apple blossoms. As tho fruit grows 
tbey cluster In tho conical depression 
about the stem of the apple.- 
' When "the fruit Js taken Into tho 
house it Is laden with . eggs. The 
propagation of the eggs Is Bald to bo 
prodigious. 

Whon tho fmlt Is taken Into tho 
house tho eggs And their way Into 
elothlng, hangings, carpets and uphol- 
stered furniture and the Insect la 
hatched- out,. with tho well-known ru- 
inous results. 'The eggs are also said 
to be the cause' of the white mottling 
that Is so often noticed on dried 
fruit , r 

Aa a result of the discoveries It Ib 
urged that apples -never be taken Into 
dwellings without careful cleansing, 
and even then, they should never be 
kept' In living rooms, and the peelings 
should be promptly removed! -

Terrible Deed of Man who Suffered From 

Long Illness 

" Despondent been u Be of prolonged illness, 
Thursday morning nt some timo betwoim 
5:80 and 6 o'clock Mclvin Gilbert, retired 
farmer of Gages Corners, and Inter clerk at 
Higley's Blare, Wnukegan, committed ml- 
cido by cutting his throat with a butcher 
knife; 

Tho body was found (ying on the .floor 
of Hid barn in tlio renr of the residence at 
the corner of Hickory and Fourth streets 
by Mrs. Gilbert nnd Kuby Gilbert, a 
dnughter, whoso scroams aroused George 
Duller and family. * 

Mr. Uutlor came over to tho Gilbert place 
nnd entering tho barn found Mr. Gilbert, 
facedown ward, dead, his throat snfliciently 
cut to let out tho life blood. 

Miss Ruby Gilbert, who was with her 
mother whon.,tliey found the body, stated 
that her father, who. wns always the first 
one to arise in tho morning, had gotten up 
as usual aboub'4 o'clock. Ho did nil tho 
chores around tho housa nnd then went to 
tho barn, about 5:1)0. 

It was some timo between this hour and 
o'clock thnt ho committed suicide. 

About Jjalf past 8, she with her mother 
went to tlfe barn. They were horrified to 
to see tho husband and father lying on the 
floor, face down, ' Tbeir screams aroused 
the Bntler family, who came to tho scene. 
Deputy Coroner Conrad was .then called 
and tho body was removed to tho Larsen & 
Conrad morgue. 

When found Gilbert toy on his face on 
tho floor. His right band was clinched, 
but tho knifo had been thrown from him 
nnd lay nt a liltln distance. Tho gash in 
his neck was a long nnd deep one, com- 
pletely severing tlie jugular, so thnt death 
came almost immediately. ■ 4 

Gilbert wns not seen by any of his family 
Thursday morning. Ho had seemed the 
Bamo to them lately, except that ho was 
nervous and was not well. He had just 
partially recovered from an attack of grip 
and hud worked Inst week, although, his 
daughters stated, he was not well enough 
to do so and should have Btayed at homo. 

His wife is prostrated from the effects of 
her find.' 

Mr. Gilbert was 59 years old, being born 
July 29, 1849. Ho moved into Waukegan 
last Jnne and before tbat had lived at 
Gages Corners. 

Surviving him, besides his wife, Mrs. 
Laura L. Gilbert, aro Hoy G. Gilbert of 
Waukegan, Mrs. P. .A. Washburn of 
Grayslnke, Laverno Gilbert nnd Mrs. Cora 
B. Lester of Liberty villc, Mrs. Mabel L. 
Fulton of Wnukegan and Ruby, Lulu L., 
Edna E. and Eva L. Gilbert, all living at 
home. 

The funeral wns held at 10 Saturday, the 
remains being removed to Grayslnke wharo 
interment took place in tfio GrayBlako cem- 
etery. 

Mr, Gilbert was a well to do man . He 
owned the home whero he lived and had 
considerable money. Ho formerly owned a 
farm at Gages Corners, but sold it. ne 
loft behind him a note -telling certain 
things to do with his papers.

MURDER IS VERDICT OF CORONER'S JURY

Says That Earl fldredge May Have Been 
Victim ot Malice and Hate 

Game Warden Eldredgo of Mclienry 
county, wliOFB body was found in the woods 
near Richmond Tuesday morning of hint 
wi>ok, wuh murdered according to the ver- 
dict brought in by the coroner's jury nt the 
inquest hnld at Richmond Saturday after- 
noon. The sheriff insists thnt death was 
Him resnlt of nn accident, 
*,J Every effort i« bring made tn team the 
imiiitM of nil persons hunting in Mclienry 
county ln-t Sunday. Eldredga made many 
enemies by his vigilance as a Kama warden. 

Kldredue and his brother Charles left 
the former's home nt Mclienry early Sun- 
ilny morning, Feb. 2-1. His brother is a 
Chicago altorncy living in Havenswood 
tlnd was risking the game warden over 
Sunday. 

X Just Iwfore leaving Richnmnd, Charles 
Eldreduo left his hrothcr, while the game 
warden drove through Richmond to the 
Alituttt fiinn.lii'ii bin horse in the woods nnd 
walked two miles for the purpose of look- 
ing nftar some mink traps. Here bis body 
was found. 

: At the inquest William Sherman, one of 
tho searchers who found Eldredge, stated 
the body wns in a kneeling position, nnd a 
bullet wound through the heart. His 
opinion that El dredge was murdered was 
bnsed on the fact thnt Eldrcdge'B overcoat 
covered tho wound, yet there was no bullet 
hole through that garment. 
. ' The wiinlf n had carried a double action 
revolver in a holster hung to a strap swung 
9ver his left shoulder. The revolver lay on 
the ground, and several feet awtty the hol- 
ster was found torn from tho strap. 
' Sentiment is divided in McHunry county 
regard ing the cause of the shooting. The 
murder theory held by relatives and friends 
was strengthened by the verdict. 

■ "There is no question in my mind but 
I hat n murder has been committed," said 
States Attorney Lowell. "All the evidence 
indicates a crime." 

On tho other hand Sheriff Woodrich be- 
lieveii tin' warden's death was tho result of 
nn accident. After visiting the scene of 
the tragedy the sheriff said : 

"Eldrcrfge was trapping minks, and was 
within two feet of the trap when ho died. 
The trap was in n Bort of slough, nt the foot 
of six foot pitch. I believe he fell on the 
slippery ground and that thn revolver wns 
discharged while inside his coat. The con- 
cussion of po heavy a gun naturally would 
tear it from the holster nnd strap, yet 
might not necessarily pull open his over- 
coat, which was buttoned. That ho did 
npt expire immediately is shown by the 
fact that his hands, encased with heavy 
mittens, were tightly clutched." 

Deputy Game Warden Michael Klcist of 
Kenosha, went to Woodstock to be present 
nt the inquest It U thought that the 
Kenosha official will be able to give some 
interesting and valuable evidence in the 
case. 

A short timo ago Klcist wns attacked by 
a number of men at Twin Lakes nnd nar- 
rowly esrapod being seriously injured. At 
that timn it is claimed that the attacking 
party believed thnt he was Eldredge, 
Kleist says that one of the men who at- 

tacked.liim shouted: "Thcro'B that d 

! Eldrodgo, don't let him get awny this 
timo." Kleist is of the opinion that 
Eldredge was murdered. Tbo officials 
seem to follow the theory that Eldredge 
was a suicide. '

WOULD WIPE OUT ALL SALOONS 

If New Law Became Effective North 
Chicago Would Be Dry Town. 



' While consinernbto interest bos been 
shown in tho bill before tho state 'legisla- 
ture which provides that saloons may not 
be maintained within a mile and a half 'of 
a garrison of nny ' kind, fow persons had 
slopped to think, that, if the bill became 
a law, it would mean tbat North Chicago 
would be made a prohibition town instead 
of having mora saloons proportion to pop- 
ulotion than any city along. the lako shore. 

And thiacondition would bo precipitated 
despite the foot that the villagers were 
against it. 

Here is what tho North Chicago Times 
says in referring to tho matter. 

President Ramsey and Secretary Qunyle 
of tho Law and Order League introduced a 
now bill in the State legislature providing 
that no saloons bo allowed within oho and 
one-eighth miles of any naval training 
eiation or military poBt. ' 

This if passed would bo a heavy blow to'

for liquor business. . 

We think it would ho unjust to pass 
such n bill, as tho government legalizes 
the .business ami it has us much 1 right to 
bo protected as any business. Such a bill 
would wipe out heavy investments arid 
cause great loss to pcoplo who havo put 
their money into buildingB, etc,

of the society womnn. 

Hamilton was discharged from tho ser- 
vice of the model dairy lust November for 
inefficiency and mistreatment of his fellow 
employes. . He wns nt that lime the super- 
intendent of tho farm. Tho advertisement 
asked for tho names and addresses of all 
the employes of the farm dissatisfied with 
their wages. 

It was at once attributed to him by Mrs. 
Durand, who said thai it was only one of 
the methods he had taken to annoy her 
since ho wns discharged. Hn mi I ton is 
said by present employes and the owner of 
the farm to have paid repeated visits to 
Crab Tree for the purpose of stirring dis* 
cent. All hii efforts to - provoke a strike 
have been unsuccessful, according to Mrs. 
Durand.

Custom of Obeisance Originated with 
the Ancients. 

The custom of kissing the .feet of 
persons whom It was desired to honor 
originated with the ancients. The 
people of oriental nations used to kiss 
tbo hands and feet or hems of tho 
clothes of tho persons they wished to 
show respect for. 

The ancient Egyptians got this cus- 
tom from tho Assyrians, nnd later the 
Greeks ndopted 'tho habit from tho 
Egyptians: The Romans followed >the 
Greeks, and then Pontlfcx Maxfmus 
had his great toe kissed by celebrities. 

The story will ho remembered of the 
old Briton ruler who appeared to do 
homage to a Roman monk after the 
conquest of Britain. He was told that 
it was customary to kiss the foot of 
the holy father. He hesitated for a 
moment and then, bending down, he 
suddenly seized the monk by the 
ankle and, jerking It up to his lips, 
toppled the worthy father over back- 
ward. 

The toe of the sultan ot Turkey Is 
kissed by subjects of high rank. Those 
of more lowly position are merely al- 
lowed to touch the. fringe of his gar- 
ment to their lips, and the poorest 
classes must be content to make a low

A Projectile Camera. 
A projectile to take photographs, 
and claimed to have been successful 
at heights up to halt a mile, is the 
idea of Herr Marie, a German photog- 
rapher. A camera' having tho form 
of the usual cbnoldal shell,' Is thrown 
Into, the air by means of a kind of 
trap At a predetermined angle, as the 
camera turns to make its descent and 
Is pointed slightly downward," tho 
shutter Is automatically released and 
the picture Is taken of a broad 'ex- 
panse of country. In still air. the 
flight and spot at which the aerial 
camera will fall can be calculated 
with much precision. Precautions 
aro taken to avoid damage-by. concus- 
sion, and the .results are expected to 
be of great possible valuo'ln military 
operations.

Simple Machines That Are Contrived 
to Malm or Kill. 

So expert aro bombmakora nowa- 
days that an apparently harmless let- 
ter may kill any person who tries to 
open it A piece or cardboard Is cut 
to a size, which whon folded over, will 
fit Into an ordinary envelope. The four 
corners of this are slit Into narrow 
strips. Fulminate of mercury 13 
spread over three of the silts and tho 
sheet Is folded and fastened together. 
Projecting from each side of the fold- 
ed sheet is a little metal strip, or de- 
tonator, glued to the cardboard In 
such a manner that the envelope can- 
not be opened without striking one of 
them, "Upon meeting this slight re- 
sistance the hand moving, the paper 
cutter instinctively pushes harder, and 
the result Is. an explosion that either 
kills or malms. 

The easiest bomb to construct Is sot 
In operation by simply turning It up- 
side down. It Is usually a good-sized 
cracker box^llned with, paper and holf- 
flllcci with a mixture of chlorate ot 
potassium and ordinary sugar. Into 
this a bottle of a powerful acid Is -In- 
troduced., The remainder of the space 
in' the box, Is filled with scraps ot 
metal. Then the lid is soldered on. . 

All that is then necessary Is to 
place the box upside down at the spot 
In which It-Is to explode. The acid 
eats quickly through the cork of . the 
bottle, and comes in contact with the 
chlorate of potassium. ■ As a result of 
the chemical combination which takes 
place thero Is a terrific explosion.

SOUTHERN ILLINOIS. 



INTRODUCED BY DURFEE 



Assertion Made That Railroads Are 
Seeking to Get Exclusive Con- 
trol of Rich Lands far Coal 
Contained Therein. 

Springfield. — Threatened monopoli- 
zation of tho cont fields la tho south- 
ern part of the stnte by the railroad 
companies, which, according to Repre- 
sentative Chas. Durfeo of Pope county, 
la now ii real danger, Is aimed at In 
two bills Introduced by bin). Those 
bills prohibit under heavy penalties 
railroad companies having any Inter- 
est whatever In coal mines or manu- 
facturing, or transacting any business 
other than that of common carriers. 
Jail scntenco of not to exceed a yenr 
and a fine ot $5,000 aro provided for 
railroad officials who violate tho pro- 
vision prohibiting them from owning 
or controlling, directly or Indirectly, any 
Interest In coat mines or coal lands. 
The right of mining and manufac- 
turing companies to own stock In rail- 
roads on which their property lies Is 
also to be repealed. 

Mr. Durfee'B two bills have boon 
denominated "regulators" by tho Le- 
gislative Voters' league. Partly in 
response to this Mr. Durfeo him Issued 
a statement explaining them.

Further Control of Railroads. 

To prevent a repetition of such 
financial manipulation In railroad 
stocks mill bonds as has been revealed 
In tho Interstate commerce commis- 
sion's Investigation of E. H, Hani- 
man's management of tho Chicago & 
Alum railroad. Gov. Denecn will have 
Introduced In the legislature a bill 
giving the railroad and warehouse 
commission supervision and control 
of the capitalization of railroads In 
Illinois. Gov. Deneen and Attornoy 
General Stead aro taking up tho ques- 
tions Involved In the testimony given 
before tho commission In New York 
with n view of ascertaining If any ac- 
tion Is required In connection with tho 
Issue of $32,000,000 bonds, which Is 
declared void by Commissioner Har- 
lan's Interpretation of the Illinois 
constitution. It Is not probable that 
any action will be taken In thl 3 caso, 
the securities by this tlmo being In 
possession of Innocent purchasers. 
This development only emphasizes a 
condition which has been well known 
to the state authorities, and It Is bo- 
cause of the financial operations In 
connection with the Chicago & Alton 
that the state administration wishes 
to obtain a law which will grant au- 
thority to control the capitalization of 
railroads and keep It within bounds. 



Labor Wlna a Victory. 

Tho state labor lobby has won a 
surprisingly easy fight in the house 
municipal corporations committee, and 
succeeded not only in getting out a 
"follow servant" bill but in having It 
strengthened by amendments. One of 
the standing legislative contests Is 
thnt mndo by tho labor organizations 
to secure the enactment of a law 
Which will make an employer respon- 
sible not only for Injury resulting from 
his negligence but from tho negligence 
of any employe. In making tho effort 
this year the labor men' bad com- 
promised with their opponents and 
had restricted such liability to cases 
resulting from employment In hazard- 
ous occupations. Representative Cur- 
ran Introduced a bill with this com-; 
promiso In It, but when it was tnkon 
up by tho committee tho labor lobby 
discovered that tho committeemen 
were favorable and ■ the compromise 
feature was taken out. The bill as It 
now stands and as It is reported out 
of tbo committee favorably makes an 
employer liable for Injuries re'colvod 
In any occupation It thoy be caused by 
his negligence or by the negllgonce ot 
nny fellow employe of the injured 
man. 

The house passed Speaker Shurt- 
leff's resolutions condemning tho Elgin 
clinics, they having been reported In 
by tho appropriations committee. Tho 
house also passed tho -amended bill 
giving tho governor authority to call 
a special election to fill a vacancy on 
tho sanitary district board. 

Tho time for tho Introduction of 
bills has been extended two' weeks by 
the house committee an rules. Other- 
wise tho limit was reached March 1. 
This will let tho Chicago charter bills 
In without the nocesslty of unanimous 
consent.

Form Strike Defense Fund, 

The Illinois Coal Operators" associa- 
tion voted to create a strike defense 
fund. Tho purpose is to reimburse 
operators who are the victim 3 of Ir- 
responsible agitators, some of whom 
stir up local strikes without the 
sanction of the state union and suc- 
ceed In closing mines for days at a 
tlmo. Hereafter when a strike Is 
called mi Investigation Is to be made, 
and In case the operator Is not at 
fault and Is living up to the agree- 
ment with tho miners tho other op- 
erators will reimburse blm for tho 
time his mine Is closed. It Is de- 
clared that several of the small op- 
orators have been Imposed on In tho 
past with petty demands because they 
could not afford to close their mines. 



May Change Instruction on Alcohol. 

Mr. Murray Introduced a bill elimi- 
nating that part of the law making 
compulsory the study of the effects 
of alcohol and narcotics on the hu- 
man system ■ In connection with the 
study of physiology and hygiene from 
the third year of grammar school to 
the second year of high school. The 
effect is to leave to school boards 
tho' decision as to the period at which 
this study shall be taught. The bill 
was referred-, to the - committee on 
education. 



Interest Being Paid to State. 

State Treasurer John P. Smulaki, In 
accordance with his promiso before 
election, has Inaugurated a now. sys- 
tem or handling the state fundi), and 
for tbo first tlmo in Its history Illi- 
nois Is receiving IntcreBt on Its public 
money. There Is now deposited with 
the IS banks of the state, which so 
far have been selected as depositories, 
$3,400,000, and this will Increase to 
$0,000,000 In the next ten weoka. 
During the year this will net tho 
-Btiite $100,000 Interest. 



Deneen Signs Drainage Bill, 

Gov. Deneen has signed the bill pro- 
viding for the election of a successor 
to the late Anton Novak and he is 
preparing a proclamation calling a 
special election for April 2, to fill tho 
vacancy on the sanitary district 
board,

One is '.the rent 
bill, 'providing for eight hours of rest 
for trainmen out of every 21, The 
other' provides for a' full 'crow of five 
trainmen— engineer, conductor, fire- 
man, brakemnn and flagman — * on' 
eyory passenger train of. six cars or 
more and a crow of flvo men on every 
freight train of less than 40, 
cars, or six mon on a' longer freight 
train.

To keep up the fic- 
tion of "respectability," the Inside ring 
divides Into two parties for Its cam- 
paigns— one party to break down, the 
othor to build up. One takes tho 
profits from destruction and departs, 
perhaps to construct elsewhere; the 
other takes the profits from construc- 
tion and departs, perhaps to destroy 
elsewhere. As their collusion Is mere-

hla orders, but to execute unquestion- 
ably, to efface completely the trail be- 
tween him ;and them, whether or not 
they succeed; in .covering the round- 
about and faint trail between them- 
selves and the tools that nominally 
commit the .crimes.

blocks of stock necessary to give him 
control of thorn. Whoa ho bad. power 
over-enough of thom to establish a 
partial monopoly of transportation In 
and out of the coal districts, he was 
ready, for his lieutenant to attack the 
mining properties.

Tragedy Result of Attempt to Cover 
Up Previous Crime. 

nioomlngton. — Thomas Baldwin, 08 
years old, a retired former ot Colfax, 
shot and killed four persona In tho in- 
sane delusion that thereby he might 
conceal evidence of his assault of a 
H-year-old girl, one of his victims. 
Baldwin is In jail. 

The victims of the old man's rage 
wore Cora Elscman, 14 years old, his 
niece, whom ho had assaulted last 
October; Mrs. Simeon Elseman, Cora's 
mother, and sister of Baldwin's dead- 
wife; Frank Kennedy, 31, witness be- 
fore grand Jury against Baldwin; Mrs, 
Elsie Kennedy, 2C, wlfo of Frank Ken- 
nedy and also a witness against Bald- 
win, 

Kennedy and his wlfo were the first 
two victims of the old man's rage. 
He killed Ibeni after a desperate fight 
In their own home. Then he wont to 
the ElBeman home, three-quarters ot 
a mile away, and killed the girl arid 
her mother while they pleaded for 
their lives. , •■' 

Baldwin was arrested a few minutes 
after killing Mrs. Elseman and Cora 
by men who had heard the shooting 
and were running to the scene ot tho 
tragedy, 

The beginning of the tragedy dates 
back to last October. Baldwin Is a 
widower and was then living with -his 
daughter in Colfax. One Saturday he 
drove to the home ot his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Elseman, and Invited his llttla 
niece Cora to spend the day with his* 
daughter. The little 14-year-old girl, 
was permitted to go to Baldwin's;' 
heme In Colfax, . where she remained 
a guest until the following Monday. 
While she was- there sho became a 
victim ot her uncle. Cora returned 
home and told her mother of the old. 
man's attack upon her. She also told! 
the Btory to Mr. and Mrs. Frank Ken- 
nedy. 

A few days later Baldwin received a 
summons from a Bloomlngton lawyer 
and was confronted with the girl's 
father, Simeon Elseman. Baldwin at 
first denied the girl's story, but later, 
after a conference with all parties In- 
terested, agreed to pay $525 to hush 
the matter up. Everybody, Including 
Baldwin, supposed that the affair had 
become a dead Issue, but unfortunate- 
ly for Baldwin, and as It later proved 
for his four victims, some one turned 
the Btory" over to . State's Attorney 1 
Bach, and at this session of tbe grand 
jury be filed a complaint and the jury 
returned a true bill of indictment 
against. Baldwin. Ho. was arrested, 
but released on $2,000 bonds. Bald- 
win was greatly excited over bis ar-' 
rest and vowed vengeance against all 
concerned. 

Bloomlngton.— Dr. J. "Whitney Hall, 
a medico-legal mental expert of Chi- 
cago, after a careful examination, pro- 
nounced Thomas Baldwin, who killed 
Mrs. Elseman, her daughter, Cora, and 
Mr, and Mrs. Kennedy, hopelessly In- 
sane. Dr. Hall was summoned here 
by Baldwin's relatives and Bpent some 
time In tho cell with Baldwin.

Tho uso ot wireless telegraphy In 
wartime was recognized long ago, and 
as far back as 1809 experiments wero 
mndo by tho French army In trans- 
mitting wireless messages by meanB 
of captive, balloons to which were at- 
tached vertical conductors from 100 
to BOO feet In length. These attempts 
proved moderately successful, mes- 
sages being sent about four mllos. 
About tho same tlmo the Austrlans 
managed to send messages nearly 
double tho distance, and In tho Gor- 
man army signals ware transmitted 
more than 25 miles by tho samo 
method. Tho first occasion when tho 
wireless system was put to a iirnctl- 
cal tost In tho field, however, was Inst 
year In tho Herrero campaign, , when 
tho Germans shipped a numbor of ap- 
paratus to southwest Africa, and 
found them exceedingly useful in their 
operations against the natives. In 
warships, of course, wireless' . tele- 
graphy was adopted from the very 
start, and as early as 1900 the British 
admiralty entered Jnto a contract for 
the Installation of the Marconi appa- 
ratus In 26 of his' majesty's shlpB, as 
-well as at six coast, stations. Within a 
few yours praotlcally every navy In 
tho world was experimenting with tho 
transmission of aerial messages. 

The wlreloBs telegraphic system em- 
ployed by the Japanese during the late 
war was tho Invention of ono of their 
countrymen, Dr. Klmura, who attend- 
ed the congress ot Berlin. Beforo war 
broke out with Russia, tho Japaneso 
government had conducted the most 
searching Investigations Into the dif- 
ferent systems, and after a series ot 
tests carried out with temporary bal- 
loon stations 100 miles apart, Dr. 
Klmuru's system was found to be tho 
most successful, and wns accordingly 
adopted. In tho course of , his experi- 
ments, Dr. Klmura hit upon n method 
of sending wireless telephonic mes- 
sages, which has nlBO' been recently 
adopted, by the Japanese navy. Both 
Inventions are government secrets, 
Jealously guarded by the Japaneso 
navy department In the Russo- Jap- 
aneso war Admiral Togo made good 
use of the Invention, both while di- 
recting from "a. certain' place" tho 
blockade of Fort Arthur and,' later, 
when ho met and demolished the Rus- 
sian Armada ia .the battle of the sea 
of Japan. 

The completeness of the Japaneso 
victory tn tho battle of the sea of 
Japan may. certainly be ascribed to 
wlroloss telegraphy. During the, foggy 
weather a Japanese cruiser, while 
searching for the Russians, suddenly 
found hernelf In tho midst of the 
enemy's ilwet. "A wireless message 
giving notice- of the discovery was! 
simultaneously received by all -the 
Japanese warships/ though some were 
1B0' miles distant Admiral Togo Im- 
mediately dispatched a squadron of 
scoutH, who kept In. touch, with tho. 
Russians, and sent htm reports 
their course, speed, and position at 
frequent Intervals, with the result that 
Admiral Togo waa able to forecast at>! 
solute precision the movements of the 
enemy and to strike home at the most; 
favorable moment/ Strangely enough* 
though the Russian "vessels were 
equipped, with the latest and most' 
efficient wl roles 3 .outfits, they made 
no attempt to Interfere with the Jap-. 
aueso communications. 

Doubtless in the next war wireless 
telegraphy will play a more Important, 
vole than ever— at least the Germans 
believe bo, and they have devised what 
may, bo called a mounted Held wire* 
less. equipment Tho whole 'apparatus,! 
Including a signaling most 8J5 feet In 1 
length — constructed In sections for 
convenience - of transport— can' be) 
packed on the back of two 'horses, x a,' 
bicycle being . used for driving the 
motor which generates tho electro-' 
magnetic waves. . .

New York.— Tlie Insanity of ndnles- 
conco, paranoia and the characteris- 
tics of "brain storms" occupied both 
Rem?! una of tho Thaw trial Friday, and 
when adjournment until Monday wa» 
ordered, Br. lirltlon D, Evans, one 
of the alienists for tho defense, was 
atlll under cross-examination. 

District Attorney Jerome's course In 
Questioning tho witness waa somewhat 
liutHldK. During tho greater part of 
the. time he seemed doslroua to have 
Dr. Kvatis unqualifiedly admit that 
Thaw suffered from paranoia, which 
la practically incurable. Again he 
brought from the witness the opinion 
that when Thaw armed himself he 
veil knew that a revolver was an In- 
strument for self-protection, and 
when fired Into a humnn body would 
produce' death. Finally, tho prosecut- 
or wanted to know if the actions of n 
person suffering from a brnln storm, 
' -or mental explosion, would bo chnrnc- 
ibrfscif by the calm, deliberate manner 
wjitch Thaw dlsplnyed tho night 'he 
ofcot Stanford White to death on the 
Madison Square roof garden. 

Jerome's Intention Evident, 

The net result of the dny appeared 
to be that Mr. Jeromo Is still laying 
ttio foundation upon which he may 
ask Tor a commission in lunacy to 
judge of tho present mental condition 
or I he defendant. Even tn tho extent 
nf greatly fatiguing tho Judge and 
jury, the district attorney dwelt upon 
tho subject of adolescent Insanity and 
paranoia, endeavoring to establish a 
relationship between tho two nod be- 
ing at last rewarded by Dr. Evacti' 
ad Jilt ting that the defendant's will 
anil codicil did suggest to his mind a 
paranoiac form of adolescent Insanity. 
.A-lolc-scent insanity, It hns heon ex- 
plained, is common In persons during 
the development period of UTc — frcm 
10 to 40 years— while parnnola is a 
fixed Insanity upon one subject — mono- 
mania. 

Justice Fitzgerald Indicated his fa- 
tigue at the three days' cross-exanr.ln- 
atlun of the expert when Mr Jerome 
began to question Dr. Evans about his 
knowledge of other Instances of t'do- 
lescunt Insanity which bad resulted In 
acts of homicide. The alienist Ttnld 
there was afwoman In his bosuitnl 
for the Insane at Morris Plains, >.'. J., 
who, in the midst of a brain storm, or 
.mental explosion, had killed tw\> of 
her children.

Son of Christian Science Founder 
Files BUI, Demanding Accounting, 

Concord, N. If.— A bill In equity to 
secure an accountlnF of the financial 
affairs of Mrs. Mnr.r Baker Glover 
Eddy, head of the Christian Science 
church, was filed In the superior 
court for Mcrrlmac county Friday by 
Mrs. Eddy's son George W. Glover, of 
Dead wood, S. D„ and his daughter, 
Miss Mary Baker Glover, and George 
W. Baker of Bangor, Me., nephew and 
"next friend" of Mrs. Eddy. 

The bill Is directed against Alfred 
Pat-low and other trustees of the 
Christian Science church In Boston, 
and Calvin A. Frye, Mrs. Eddy'a sec- 
retary, Lewis O. Strang, her assistant 
secretary, and Herman S. Herring, 
first render of the church In Concord. 

Besides demanding an accounting 
of all transactions in connection with 
Mrs. Eddy's affairs, the bill asks for 
restitution .In' case any wrong-doing 
appears, for an Injunction during liti- 
gation against Interference with her 
property and business, nnd for a re- 
ceiver.^

Fitzgerald) Subtreasury Employe, Acta 
Like Crazy Man. 

Chlcngo. — George Fitzgerald, 
teller 06 the United States sub- 
treasury, nfter being subjected to a 
gruelling cross-examlnntlon by Chief 
Wllklo and Capf. Porter of the secret 
service, attacked n reporter In tho fed- 
era] building Friday aad threatened to 
kill him.- He had tried to conceal 
himself nnd when ho was discovered 
ho attacked Harry Friend, a reporter 
for a* morning nowapopor, and knocked 
him down several stairs from tho 
eighth floor of tho federal building. 

Fitzgerald . mumbled aomothlng 
about bis wife having been insulted 
during the morning by Friend. As 
the roportor had been at tho federal 
building all morning, It was Impossi- 
ble that ho. could have boon at the 
Fitzgerald home, whero tho alleged 
Insult Is supposed to have been given. 

After Fltzgornld was dragged away 
from the reporter, he drew from hla 
coat pocket a leather blackjack about 
eight laches long and brandished It In 
the air. Ho threatened to kill Friend. 

Two rumors of significance were 
current* Friday afternoon In tho fed- 
eral building. One was that Fitzgerald 
had mado a partial confession, giving 
tho government some Information as. 
to the whereabouts of the missing 
money. Tho other was that his an- 
swers to' questions under tho fire of 
the government agents were not lucid 
and that ho acted In a manner of a 
man half-demented. 

S. S. Sblrcr, the assistant United 
States. district attorney detailed on tho 
case, would not deny that tho answers 
made by Fitzgerald wore not clear, 
and that his conversation was Inco- 
herent. 

-Half an hour before the attack upon 
Friend, Fitzgerald Is said to ; have 
fainted awny under the examination 
by tho secret service operatives. The 
otflces of Capt. Porter, whero he waa 
being examined, were opened and wa- 
ter was broueht to restore him.

It consisted of a 
large grab hook on a strong, heavy 
spring. When a rat nibbled at the 
halt he tripped tho spring and the 
book swung ovor and nailed him, 
Tho trap had ono fault. It was good 
for only one rat, for after It. bad 
killed one none of his companions 
would go near It again for a long 
time, because thoy scented the blood 
on the wire.
